But the one .thing thst was lacking 
was the assurance that the city gov- 
ernment would stand for the police

The same court that 
tried and convicted Lawaon la 
waiting to aend more than 100 
others either to the gal Iowa or 
the penitentiary.

In 
the meantime the local leadera, 
the bravest of them, In the 
strlkea In tha mining reglona of 
West Virginia, Michigan, and in 
every other Induatrlal atruggle, 
have been, with taw axceptlona, 
jailed by the courta for daring 
to stand up for the half-fanv 
ished alavea of capltallam. 

When the Taff-Vale Decision, 
similar In effect to the Danbu- 
ry Hattera'declslon was levelled 
against the workera In Great 
Britain, they turned on their op- 
pressors and aent 64 represen- 
tatives to the House of Com- 
mons.

Being myself one of the many 
comrade's now languishing In 
prison cells for having tried to 
do our part in defense of the 
workers. I perhaps feel, as my 
other good Comrade's Quinlan, 
Ford, Suhr, Rangel, CUne. and 
scores of others feel.

The state office keeps a re- 
cord of all the locals of the state 
and of each individual member of 
each local. The State Secretary can 
tell you In one minute whether or 
not John Smith of Local Jones Creek 
is In good standing. We have "a 
centralization of power, but a dlf- 
fuaslon of authority." The member- 
ship has very sensibly given to Its 
Executive Committee and State Se- 
cretary POWER TO DO THING8 
and results show that this power 
has not 'been abused. 

Our constitution does not provide 
for "rotation in office." We have an 
efficient Secretary who is now serv- 
ing his third term in that office, hav- 
ing had no opposition In the last 
wo elections.

* spreading over this country 
like a ' prairie fire." It is as if s 
; r eat moral awakening had seised 
jpon the farmers and the wage-earn- 
ers and aroused them to tha oppor- 
tunity of organising to protect their 
: producta. Within the last tan years 
I nearly 2.000 Co-operative grain 
t elevators have been successfully 
• <-stablished by the fanners. Their 
1 membership probsbly averages ISO 
to 2«0 for each elevator, so thsre 
( are over 300.000 farmers who have 
1 received some of the benefits In the 
enterprise but also have something 
to say about the grading of tha 
i grain and the price they shall ra> 
, ceive for their products. 
I In addition to organising grain 
elevators, fsrmers have organised 
dairy associations, fruit grower's 
associations, lire stock associations, 
! retail stores, etc. The tendency, 
however, has been more towards co- 
operation in selling, but attention 
is now being given to co-operation 
in Bl'VING. for what was gained in 
; selling this way was quickly lost by 
' corresponding rise of prices on what 
, It waa necessary to buy. Therefore. 
' th* Importance of Co-operative or 
1 I'nlted buying. 

I'nited or co-operative buying has 
greatly helped to solve the high cost 
of living problem for over one- 
fourth of the immense population 
of Great Britain. English consum- 
ers began over SO years ago to real- 
ize the advantage of collective buy- 
ing. The result Is that from a tiny 
beginning of a Co-operative Society 
with only 28 members, the movement 
has grown to such magnitude that 
it has close to three million mem- 
. hers snd their yesrly sales were as 
high as $600,000,000 (six hand red 
million dollsrs). 

In addition, they now have plenty 
of capital, immense buildings for 
manufacturing, and for wholesale 
■ and retail purposes, as well. Bear 
in mind, these people bought the 
goods they required at the usual 
market prices only they co-operated 
and dealt collectively at their own 
-tores and also shared In the profits 
which their united buying msde.

POLITirS AXD STRIKM. 
(FrwBt Tha Saw Tark CalL) 
From Chicago comes a new kind 
■ of strike news. It Is worth cousld- 
' ering seriously. Hers Is whst has 
. happened in Chicago: 

Alderman John C. Kennedy. So* 
clallst. Introduced an ordinance prov- 
ldlD*.jrpJej tp ssjar* the employment 
of competent motormen and conduct 
tors and guards on traction lines. 
T'nder the terms of this ordinance 
1 a motorman must bars twenty -one 
days of instruction and a conductor 
fourteen days bafara being permit- 
ted to operate cars or trains. Tha 
Instructor must ha a competent par- 
son who has had at laast three years, 
of experience. 

Violation of the ordinance, under 
the terms of tha ordinance. Is a mis- 
demeanor, punishable hy a fins of 
from 1100 to $100 or imprisonment, 
or both. 

This ordinance was adopted hy 
the Council and sant to the Mayor 
for his approval or veto. 

Now. here Is aa excellent examp- 
le of the force of political action 
on the Industrial field. If tha Mayor 
of Chicago signs this ordinance. It 
will be impossible for tha Chicago 
traction companlas to employ pro- 
fessional strikebreakers. 

Under the terms of this ordinance 
none but competent men will be per- 
mitted to operate surface cars or 
elevated trains, providing the ordin- 
ance is enforced. Thst will mean ab- 
solutely that the professional 
strikebreaker will be out of a Job 
In Chicago, for there is no organi- 
zation capable of manning Chicago's 
traction lines with experienced men 
— none except the Car Men's Union. 

This ordinance Is the work of two 
Socialists In the Chicago City Coun- 
cil. It Is but a slight Indication of 
the manner in which Socialists can 
be — and always are — on the Job for 
tha working class at every oppor- 
tunity. 

More and mors, political action 
has Its bearing on strikes. With 
the coming of the professional 
strikebreaker, and bis concomitant 
evil, the regular city police and 
State militia, the color of the polit- 
ical authority bears on the winning 
or losing of strikes. 

If. added to the two Socialists in 
the Chicago City Council, there were 
a majority with them in that body, 
a Mayor in City Hall and a police 
chief of the same political belief 
and of the same economic philosophy 
who will denv that the usual viol-
